W ASHINGTON i/P)—A possible 
civil rights fight threatened today 
to set up an obstacle to feedral 
school aid legislation. 
Sen. McNamara (D-Mich.) said 
an am endm ent to ban federal aid 
to states which segregate white and 
negro children in their schools “is 
the instrum ent which could defeat 
the bill.” 
In separate interviews, McNa­ 
m ara and Sen. Douglas ( D -1 ll.) 
threw their support to the billion- 
dollar, tw o-year federal grants-in- 
aid program sponsored by Sen. Hill 
( D -A la.), chairm an of the Labor 
Committee which is considering 
school aid proposals. McNamara 
and Douglas are members. 
Douglas said he will support the 
Hill Bill although it would give 
more aid to poorer states, thus 
cutting the proportionate share of 
such states as Illinois, New York 
and Michigan. 
M cNamara said the committee 
would 
“Look 
very 
carefully at 
Hill's form ula” and that he is not 
fully com mitted to it. The formula 
takes into account both a state’s 
per capita income and its school- 
age population. 
But M cNam ara said he is in full 
agreem ent with the price-tag in 
the Hill Bill and indicated any dis­ 
pute among Democrats over a pos­ 
sible change in the formula would 
be peaceably resolved. 
M cNamara, also declining to say 
how he might vote on a non-seg­ 
regation am endm ent, declared it 
would he a “Shame., to tie up 
school aid” by a civil rights legis­ 
lative rider.

Not Too Small or Too Large

she says, the feet w e re taped 
for 
eight 
w eeks but a short tim e after the tape was 
rem oved her teet w ere back w h ere they 
started. 
I ain not fam ilia; with this taping m e th ­ 
od for flat feet. A m ore com m on m ethod 
of m anag em ent, so far as I know , 
is 
to 
g iad u ally build up the arches w ith felt put 
inside the shoe, com bined 
w ith 
suitable 
exercises for the feet and p e rh ap s contrast 
foot baths. 
A lm ost certainly in a young high-school 
stud ent th e arches can be restored and 
this should be done since it will avoid, in 
all pro bability, m any difficulties with the 
find later on.

not ap prop riate for m odern do-it- 
yourself fans because of federal 
and state laws which have been 
passed since his time, it serves 
as a rem in der that Mount Vernon 
belonged to an older self-contain­ 
ed economy.

things for them selves

now bought in stores. W ashington’s

This article takes up the last 
three schedules for reporting in­ 
come on Form 1040 
It will help 
you if you have income from pen­ 
sions or annuities, rents and roy­ 
alties, and miscellaneous items of 
income such as prizes and awards. 
There have been a number of 
changes in Schedule E (Face 2 of 
Form 1040) used for reporting in­ 
come from pensions and annui­ 
ties. 
Under the old law , annuity pay­ 
ments were 
taxed 
annually on 
three per cent of the cost of the 
annuity until the am ount received 
tax-free equalled the cost of the 
annuity. 
Thereafter, the 
recipi­ 
ent paid tax on the entire annu­ 
ity paym ent received. 
There was 
much criticism of this old rule 
because most non-employe an n u i­ 
tants could not recover the cost 
of their annuities tax-free unless 
they lived beyond their life ex ­ 
pectancy. 
Under the new 
annuity rule, 
the recipient is not taxed on that 
part of his annual annuity pay­ 
ments which is equal to the cost 
of his annuity divided by his total 
expected return over the lite of 
the contract. 
He is taxed on any 
excess. 
Once the taxable and non-tax- 
able portion of his annual annuity 
are established, they remain con­ 
stant throughout the term of his 
annuity and are reported in Part 
I ot Schedule E on Page 2 of Form 
1040. 
In order to fill out Part I of 
Schedule E so as to arrive at the 
taxable portion of an annuity, it 
is neressar> to determine several 
amounts. 
One of these, the in­ 
vestment in the contract of an­ 
nuity, which goes on line I, is 
the total cost to you of the con­ 
tract or annuity less any payments 
received tax-free in previous years 
under the old three per cent rule. 
Line 2 of Schedule E calls for 
an am ount equal to tile expected 
paym ents to be received,
